iBTestlgatlen by toreMr Leads OflHe- 
lals t« Beliere That an Oil Charfe 

of Dynamite Canxed WD*

iBTestlgatiens made by Coroner 
Thomas F. Higgins and a Jury follow* 
tng the sudden death of WlUtam 
Flelda, ot Hurphyartlle , in a rook 
quarry near the junction ot the Lex- 
ington and the Sardis pikes Friday at*, 
temoon leads offloiale to believe that 
an old blast ot dynamite placed in 
the quarry many months ago which 
was not discharged at that time is re- 
Rpnnsibie tor the death ot young 

Fields. 

A Jury composed ot Messrs. How- 
ard Key, Thomas Mannlon, W. D. 
Phillips, William Mannlon, L. Merrill 
and John Phillips heard the evidence 
of the eye witnesses to the accident 
and reached a verdict that Fields had 
met hie death by an unexpected dis- 
charge ot a blast It was learned that 
the entire expected blast was di» 
charged before Fields went to the spot 
and also that it had been thought tor 
some time an old undtaoharged hiast 
was in the quarry. Fuller Inveatiga' 
tions on this matter will probably be 
made at once.

GRAND JURY IS UN- 
ABU TO REPORT IN- 
DICTMENTS TODAY 

Jury Has Been \ery auny All Day 
Hearing Etidenee in Several Cases 
and Is Vaable to Make Beport 
— Bepert Expedei 
MaMay. 

Although the Maaon Circuit Court 
haa not been in aeaeion today, the 
Grand Jury has been grinding in their 
room on the third floor of the Court 

House since early this morning and 
during the day they bnve heard many 
witnesses on severiil ilifferent cases. 
Tliey have been so busy witb impor- 
tant cases wbicli biive taken up so 
nnicb lime in lieurlng wllnesses that 
thoy will be un.Tble to make a report 
lo court this afternoon but It is proba- 
ble that this report Will be made on 
Monday afternoon. 

Some grand jurors had hoped that 
they would be able to complete their 
wsaion by this afternoon but there are 
yet matters tor their investigation 
and they will be In'session again Mon- 
day. 

Much ot their ^Ime Thursday, it is 
understood, was taken up with the 
Investigation ,ot various bootlegger 

catfes and Infractions of the game and 
fish laws and today, the Jury had the 
witnesses In Dover's sensational case 
before them. The Jury has also gone 
Into the various cases held over for 
them from lower courts but to what 
extent their other investigations have 
gone only the Jurors and the proKecu- 
tor knows at this time. The final n- 
port ot the Grand Jury which usually 
contains several recommendatlona. is 
being looked forward to with nnfeh tn- 
terest at this terra.

Louisville. Ky., September 6.— A 
sensation was sprung here in oil cir- 
cles yesterday when It became known 
that George C. Ogle suing for himself 
and twelve other stockholders had 
flled suit against the McCombs Pro- 
ducing and Rioflning Company asking 
that S,000,000 shares o( the'company.'s 
stook, alleged to he held by "organi- 
sers" of the company, be surrendered 
(o court and cancelled tor the alliged 
reason that the stock was Issued to 
the detendants named without any 
consideration. Cancellation is asked. 
The petltliin aleges that 1,. It. Phll- 
ps, .7. II. liailey and H. A. Phillips, 
who w ere I lie origiiinl organizers af 
the company served only as "(hini- 
mies" and thai I,. H. Phillips, iif tin 
first meeting of the company, falsely 
represented himself as the owner of 
4.9na.9B0 shares of the company's five 
million (Incorporated under the laws 
of Delaware, par value $1 a share) and 
assumed to transfer his holdings to J. 
C. McOombs, who later was granted 
authority by the boar4 of directors in 
September, 1917, to issue certiflcates 
of stoek to the "organizers" over long 
distance telephone. 

J. C. McCombe. treasurer of the 
company, last night nave out a state- 
ment entering a general denial of the 
plaintiffs allegations ami cliaractcriz- 
ing several of llie rppr('.;eiil:iliniis in 
the plaintiff's petition :is '■.■ihsiiliilely 
false." He siiid ilio .-ilockliolriers lUing 
suit apparently were not familiar with 
all of the facts relative to the dispo- 
sition of the company's capital stock. 
The company's organizers, be said, 
held less than 500,000 shares of the 
stock at present, while other stock- 
holders shares amount to 1,600,000. 

Much stook in this company is held 
by Maysvllle and Maaon county peo- 
ple.

County Agent Qeorge Kirk address- 
ed a very good audience at RcctorvlUe 
Friday evening explaining to them the 
workings of the Mason County Farm 
Bureau There Is much Interest being 
slidwii all over the county In this now 
organization of the Mason county 
farmers. 



In a long distance telephone com- 
niuiilcatiuii with Prof. V. O. Gilbert, 
Stale Sujierlnlendent of Schools, Prof. 
\V J. C'apllngcr, Superintendent of the 
Maysvllle city schools, has been ad- 
vised that'the recent opinion of Attor- 
ney General Morris as it affects the 
Maysvllle schools will be explained by 
him In a letter in the Immediate fu- 
ture. 

Prof. Caplinger today sUted that 
the looal High Sohool now does more, 
than 6 hours of actual school room 
work each day Including the manual 
training, glee club, sewing, home eco- 
nomics, typewriting, etc., but the 
grade schools only have five hours of 
actual school work and the reguli r 
course of the High School only re- 
quires 5 hours work each day. 

The law in the case and the Attor- 
ney General's opinion seem to le 
quite clear that a minimum of G hou: i 
a day of actual teaching is reciuln d 
but the law has never been en fore, d 
in this respect and the Attorney Gen- 
eral has never been asked for an opl.i- 
lon. It appears that the schools recel . 
ing state money must so adjust their 
courses as to put in six hours of ac- 
tual class room work each day, how- 
ever prof. Caplinger Is making no 
statement on any proposed change in 
the local sohool courses until be bh^ 
all of the facts before him.

Superintendent W, J. Caplinger haa 
prepared ballots which will be glveo 

the school children of the city on 

.Monday to he taken home to their par- 
ents and returned the next day. On 
these ballots thc! parents will be ask- 
ed to express their desire In the mat- 
ter of' a short or long lunoh period at 
noon. 

For the past several months the 
children have been given only 30 min- 
utes for noon and there has been much 
agitation this year tor an extension of 
this time from 80 minutes to an hour. ' 
Some parents point out that their chil- 
dren are unable to get to their homes 
and eat their noon day meal and get 
back to school in the time alloted 
them. The noon lunch period was at 
first reduced to 80 minutes as a war 
measure but many parents now think 
that It should be lengthened to an 
hour. 

The matter has been discussed by 
the members ot the Board of Educa- 
tion who have decided to allow the 
parents to HKnln express their desire 
In the matter and ut the last meeting 
of the board tlie Superintendent was 
asked to i)reparo the ballots for the 
parents to riist their vote. The ma- 
jority of the school children favor the 
short noon period as they are able to 
get out early In the afternoon at the 
close of school and at the last refer- 
endum the great majority of the par- 
ents favored it as well hut there seems 
to have been much change of opinion 
In the matter. The High Sohool dhll- 
dren are able to get a warm lunoh at 
the school building without going 
home but in the grade schoolT the chil- 
dren are either required to rujli home 
and rii.^h back to sciiool or I'j bring 
cold lunches to school with them and 
there seems to be much Of a ohangad 
opinion on the matter.

The net result of ua expcudiiurc of $1,181,182,850 by the Ord- 
nance department for artillery, during the recent war, was the de- 
livery of 72 American-made guns on the firing line, and the shipment 
from the United States of 409 additional guns which did not arrive 
until after the conclusion of tin' war, aceordiii!; to testimony dovclop- 
ed at recent hearingh before the War Expenditures committee of tlie 
House. The only guns to reach the firing line, according to ofBeers 
appearing before the coinmitti'f. vrcrc forty-eiplit 4.7-in('h guns and 
twenty-four 8-ineh howitzers. A total of 20,000 guns of all deserij)- 
tions were contracted for, of wliicli 4,082 had been finished before the 
armistice, but of which only 481 had been shipped, and only 72 
actually reached the front.

The net result of this great expenditure was 
10,637,359 shells of all di\scriptious landed in fVance, little niore than 
enough for two duy'.s work.

Letter FlUod Witt I.ove New In 
Hands of Cincinnati Coroner Was 

.Hailed From .MsysTllle and Is 
Thosght Canso of Double 
Tiagaiy. 



A letter written liy sdiiie one in 
Maysvlle or .Mason county and mailed 
under a special delivery stamp from 
the Maysvilio Post Ofnco on last Sat- 
urday at noon, Is thought to have been 
the cause of the double tragedy in 
Cincinnati a few days ago when Con 
Oullfoyle killed his wife and then took 
hiB own life. 

The letter came into the hands of 
Coroner Bauer from a friend of Mr. 
Oullfoyle by the name of Cook, who 
said that Oullfoyle had given It to him 
on Sunday and asked him to help de- 
cipher It The letter was written very 
poorly and very hurriedly. Offlclals 
are unable to learn whether the sig- 
nature Ik simply the letter "W" or 
the name "Joe." 

It Is said Oullfoyle found the letter 
Bt his wife's home on Saturday night 
and opeiilnt; It read II. On Monday 
he Is said to have shown his wife the 
envelope and she is said to have torn 
It from his hand and chewed it up. 
Friends and relatives contend that the 
receipt of the letter is the cause of 
the tragedy. 

The letter as deetpherM by Cincin- 
nati offlclals follows; 

"My Dear Una: Your letter was re- 
ceived this morning. The reason I 
was slow In writing was because I 
had been away two Says. Really, I 
have been thinking that you do not 
care for me »nly to help you along. I 
love you, I'no, and I want you to love 
me and tell me that you love me. I 
want lo see you and I will come down, 
I'na dear, if things are so that we can 
meet. I feel bad today, but as I have 
a few minutes I will send you these 
few lines, sweetheart. 1 will come 
Tuesday on early train. I will call 
you from Newport I want to take 
yon in my arms and hug you. I am 
erasy. dear, to see you. Sweetheart, 1 
love you. but I dont think you love 
me any."

for Vocational Education. 

The purpose of tte scholarship Is to 
burnish a sum of money to keep chil- 
dren from fourteen to sixteen yesrs 
old out of Industry for a few yearj 
longer than family finances permit 
and to make It possible for them to 
have added vocational tralntng to Ot 
them for self-support. 

In this the Red Cross will be co- 
operating with the Vocational Board 
which has an extensive program well 
under way for providing training for 
disabled service men. 

The other educstional aim of the 
Junior Red Cross Is to develop among 
children of all nations understanding 
of social, Industrial and commercial 
conditions as they exist and Will de- 
velop In the ^lture. 

To meet these needs the Red Cross 
hss compiled a series of graded les- 
sons which teachers may present to 
their pupils in tte schools. These deal 
Witt geography, cnstoms, occupations 
and other affairs peculiar to each 
country, and sre prepared to give a 
basic understanding of the world as It 
; is In process of change today. 
I Hgho<il teachers who have completed 
' the standard Red Cross First Aid 
course and hold a certificate from Na- 
tional Headquarters will be qualified 
to give this Instruction la ttelr 
schools this fall.

SHANTUNG FOR JAPAN 
OR 6EIUUNY IS AIDED 

8pecioug Plea of President Blade in 
Order to Put Xhroogh Coneesslon 
Fathered by Him. 




Washington, September 4.— Having 
admitted to the Senate i>\>retgn Rela- 
tions Committee that he could not have 
gained the assent of Japan to the 
league of nations covenant If he had 
not yielded to ita demand that Shant- 
ung be given to It. the Prosidant Is 
now making every effort to toroa the 
Senate to accept the tarma aa a part 
of the treaty he negotlatod at Ver- 
sailles. 

This the Republicans in the Senate 
are determined shall not occur, and It 
i.s i>uKsiblc that the issue may outlast 
the light over the document Itself and 
he taken into the Presidential cam- 
paign. By a vote of nine to eight the 
committee voted to restore the great 
and prosperous pi;ovlnce, containing 
forty rallUona of souls, to China In- 
stead of Japan. Germany had taken it 
by force. Later John Hay, as secre- 
tary of stote. agreed with China to 
maintain the "open dopr" and to pro- 
tect her territorial integrity. So did 
the European powers. The committee 
tekes the view that that agreement 
ahoukd be carried out, and that Ohina 
should be protected against the ag- 
gression of the Japanese, known as 
the Prussians of the Far East, in order 
that democracy Instead of autocracy 
niuy In the future thrive in Asia and 
tiiut tlierefore the Interests of the 
i nited States may not bo menaoed on 
the Pacific ocean. 

The President made a surrled trip 
to the office of Senator Swaaon, of 
Virginia, to Impress it upon him that 
the refusal of this country to ratify 
the Shantung provision In the treaty 
would be in the Interesta of Oermany, 
as this would mean a longer delay in 
the actual Senators deride this rea- 
soning as specious and beside the 
mark. They declare that the peace 
has already been made with Germany 
except In a very technical sense, and 
that "German propaganda" talk is sil- 
ly. They resent the Shantung pro- 
vision as a violation of the Republic of 
China and as a weak and ionexcusable 
surrender to that power which means 
to dominate Asia with an iron hand. 
They therefore let it be known that 
they will amend the treaty to this ex- 
tent, if no other and Chat the onus 
will not be upon them for so reject- 
ing it but upon the President tor hav- 
ing made a nefarious deal which needs 
to be stricken out of the treaty on 
moral grounds. Senator Lodge and 
bis Republican colleagues on ^e For- 
eign Relations Committee, eiplain 
that they have no intention of de- 
feating anything in the treaty other 
than that which is palpably wrong 
and imperils American rights. 

It is suspected in Washington that 
President Wilson and I'remier Uoyd- 
George failed to Include Mexico in the 
league of nations In order that the 
United States might at the proper 
moment enter and clean up the coun- 
try. It would not have done to dis- 
cuss self dulei'iiilnation and the rlKhis 
of small people.^ In one breulh and 
theij let the world know in the next 
thnt this iiriiiclple applied to other 
peoples but not those near at home. It 
is possible that the "proper moment' 
may come when it is to the best In- 
terests of the Democratic party In the 
next campaign. Juat now It might 
seem Inconsistent to flgbt Mexico 
while Democratic Senators are giving 
voioo to the Idea that the leagne of na- 
tloM la to stop all bloodahad lor all

Young men and wiinien of Kentucky, 
this year for _the llrst time In the his- 
tory of tlie State, will have an op- 
portunity tor special training In the 
new protessiona ot social work, thru 
the course In Applied Sooiology lust 
established in the Vnlvaraity of Louis- 
^Ue, and soheduled to open Wednes- 
day. September 10. 

The demand for trained workera in 
Red Cross Service work, public health 
nursing, playground work, commun- 
ity recreation, probation and Associat- 
ed Charities w ork far exceeds the sup- 
ply. Not only would young Kentucky 
people, trnined in this school, liave 
positions open to them in this state, 
but other stales, particularly throush- 
out the South, will look to this new 
tralnin;; course i'or social J*orkers 
south of the Ohio and west of the Al- 
leghenies, excepting a small School 
of Dallas, Texas. 

This training course will be a real 
Kentueky course, not a formal sched- 
ule brought In from outside. It will 
Inolude training in Kentucky's rural 
problems and In the organisation of 
small communities, with aotual prac- 
tice Vrork In the country districts and 
small towns; as well as training In 
all the other branches of social work. 
The head of the rourse, Dr. N' .1. Ware, 
has wide teaching and social exper- 
ience (and, Inelilcnially, was a lieu- 
tenant in the famous CinKuliini ickI 
ment, the Princess Pats, iluiini-. ili. 
world war) ; and he will be assisted 
by lecturers experienced In all of 
Kentuciiy's welfare problems. 

Students, who have graduated from 
high aohool, may take the full four- 
year course in the Uniiersity of Lou- 
isville, graduating with the degree ot 
Bachelor of Social Science. On the 
other hand, people who do not want 
this degree, may take the special 
courses in various kinds ot social 
training and receive certificates of the 
grotind they have covered. 

More than that, the Kentueky Con- 
ference of Social Work, which has a 
working relationship to this training 
course, will conduct a registry nf po- 
sitions open In social service through- 
out the state, so that students who 
have secured special training may go 
into suitable work witb the least pos- 
sible loss ot time and ejq^ense. Social 
servloe positions at from $76 to $1-.'' 
a month and over are going begginp. 
beoanae of lack of people to All them ; 
students taking this course would be 
In line tor them. 

Young people Interested in going 
Into social work In a professional way 
and wanting additional training are 
invited to correspond with Dr. .John 
L. Patterson, dean. University of Lou- 
isville, 119 West Broadway, Louisville 
Ky.
